Council votes to 
move ahead with 
Blatchford project 


‘Disappointed.’ 

Original architects say 
city has abandoned its 
world-class goal 


Ignoring pleas from the origin¬ 
al architects of the Blatchford 
neighbourhood, city council¬ 
lors moved ahead a scaled-back 
version of the new community 
Tuesday 

In a 10-2 vote, council ap¬ 
proved moving forward on 
city administration’s recom¬ 
mended version of the redevel¬ 
opment, which removed some 
of the sustainable features the 
original architects, Perkins and 
Will, had suggested. 

Council also voted for a re¬ 
port on some of the ideas city 
administration left out that 


might make the project more 
sustainable. 

City administration had 
done cost estimates on the Per¬ 
kins and Will design and deter¬ 
mined it would have seen the 
city lose $280 million. 

The city’s changes removed 
a proposed pneumatic garbage 
system, a bio-mass energy fa¬ 
cility and separate drainage 
system, while also changing 
some of the design, but esti¬ 
mated that when fully built, 
the project would net the city a 
$45-million profit. 

Representatives from Per¬ 
kins and Will said they were 
stunned by the changes and 
stunned to see their plan re 
written. 

“We find ourselves dis¬ 
appointed by being put in this 
position of even comparing 
two plans,” said Joyce Drohan, 
director of urban planning for 
the firm. 

She said making such dras¬ 
tic changes after a design com¬ 


petition, which attracted inter¬ 
national firms, would not be 
good for the city’s image. 

“I would expect a lot of 
those players to be looking at 
this and seeing it as extremely 
disrespectful,” she said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said he 
believes the city’s refined vi¬ 
sion still meets all the goals of 
what the city wanted to create, 
but does so without taking on a 
financial risk. 

“I want to build a great 
neighbourhood. I want to 
change the housing market. I 
want to show environmental 
leadership, but I need to do 
that in a financially responsible 
way,” he said. 

Perkins and Will had de¬ 
clined to be part of the imple¬ 
mentation team for the project 
and Iveson said the city’s rela¬ 
tionship with the firm had de¬ 
teriorated. 

“I would say that they’ve not 
been co-operative and you saw 
some of that today.”

More history 
needed on city's 
queer community: 
Project members 

With the 34th year of the 
Edmonton Pride Festival 
set to wrap up Sunday, 
some Edmontonians want 
to keep the spirit alive 
through a local histoiy 
venture.

Education 339 full¬ 
time teaching positions 
cut last year; same 
number proposed to be 
added this year 
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Edmonton’s public school dis¬ 
trict will consider adding 339 
full-time teaching positions 
back to its staffing roster after 
cutting the same number last 
year. 

At an EPSB meeting Tues¬ 
day, the district trustees re¬ 
viewed a proposed $1 billion 
budget for the 2014-2015 pub¬ 
lic school year, which board 
chairperson Sarah Hoffman 
called status quo. 

After cutting 339 full-time 
equivalent positions in last 
year’s budget, the district is 
looking to bring back 119 full¬ 
time certified staff and 220 full¬ 
time non-certified staff. 

“The reason we are able to 
do that is we have more kids 
coming,” Hoffman said about 
the new teaching positions. “I 
don’t want anyone to think we 
can drastically cut class sizes.” 

The district is expecting 
a 2.6 per cent enrolment in¬ 
crease next year — approxi¬ 
mately 88,793 students in 202 
public schools — while only 
working with a 2 per cent 
funding increase from the 
province. 

To address a funding short¬ 
fall, EPSB will be accessing 
$13.8 million in reserve oper¬ 
ating funds to keep the budget 
balanced. 


Hoffman said the budget 
reflects EPSB values, but it isn’t 
sustainable accessing surplus 
funds. “I’m glad we had a cush¬ 
ion this year, because we need 
it,” she added. 

Along with new teaching 
positions, the latest budget 
also includes a change to the 
First Nations, Metis and Inuit 
allocation, by hiring four spe¬ 
cialized FNMI consultants at a 
cost of $450,000. 

Approximately $750,000 
has also been set aside for se¬ 
curity cameras at elementaiy 
schools. The board will vote on 
the budget June 24. 


Busfees 
increase for 
publicschool 
students 

Public school students will 
be paying a higher price for 
bus passes next year, after 
the city’s public school board 
approved an increase to 
transportation fees. 


Edmonton Public School 
Board approved an 11 per 
cent increase for the $27 pass 
and a 14.6 per cent increase 
for the $48 pass, leaving 
parents to now pay $30 and 
$55 respectively. 

After keeping the fees the 
same price for the last four 
years, the district had to up 
the costs following a decrease 
in provincial funding and to 
accommodate the demand in 
new neighbourhoods.

Cash confiscated from crim¬ 
inal acts throughout the prov¬ 
ince will be used to help fund 
a new mentorship program to 
support LGBTQ youth in Ed¬ 
monton. 

Minister of Justice and So¬ 
licitor General Jonathan Denis 
made the announcement Tues¬ 
day, which slated $76,250 from 
the Civil Forfeiture Fund for 
the new program. 

The Civil Forfeiture Fund 
uses money taken from bad 
guys and uses it for good pro¬ 
grams, said Denis. 

“This is one project we 
wanted to fund, because we 


wanted to make sure LGBTQ 
youth make good choices and 
don’t get involved in negative 
influences,” he added. 

The one-time grant will be 
used to link LGBTQ youth in 
Edmonton with adult mentors 
over the next two years. 

Mickey Wilson of the Pride 
Centre said the mentorship 
program is a huge asset to 
young members of the city’s 
LGBTQ community. 

“It’s not simple being a 
teenager ever and when you 
add that extra layer of com¬ 
plexity, there aren’t a lot of 
role models in the commun¬ 
ity for them to look up to, so 
we’re going to give them that

Banondrcus 
animals protested 

More than 1,000 acrobats, 
clowns and other circus em¬ 
ployees marched through 
downtown Mexico City on 
Tuesday to protest a new 
ban on animals in circuses. 

There can be no lions or 
tigers or bears — not even 
dogs or horses — in circus 
rings under a law passed 
without opposition in the 
city legislature Monday. 
Penalties include fines 
ranging from $45,000 to 
$60,000, 

Circus performers say 
the law will leave both 
animals and humans unem¬ 
ployed. 

“Hundreds of families 
are going to be out of 
work,” said Julio Cesar 
Ramirez, 33, a blue-suited 
clown and fourth-genera¬ 
tion circus worker. “This is 
a tradition that goes back 


250 years.” 

Holding signs reading 
“Mexico wants circuses with 
animals!” and “Circuses 
love their animals,” ranks 
of clowns lined up while 
acrobats performed on 
truck-drawn trampolines 
and scantily clad female 
performers sauntered along 
in feathered headdresses. 
They paraded plastic animal 
statues on flat-bed trucks, 
to show what the circus 
would look like without live 
animals. 

Armando Cedeno, 
president of the national 
circus association, said the 
measure will affect about 
50,000 circus employees 
and 3,000 to 3,500 animals, 
mainly elephants, tigers, 
camels and hippos. “It is im¬ 
possible to take these ani¬ 
mals back to their natural 
habitat, because they would 
die,” he said. Cedeno said 
the animals are treated well 
and are already regulated.

The head of the Dairy Farm¬ 
ers of Canada says he was dis¬ 
gusted and devastated by ani¬ 
mal abuse caught on tape at a 
British Columbia dairy farm. 

The undercover video 
filmed by the group Mercy 
for Animals shows employ¬ 
ees at Chilliwack Cattle Sales 
Ltd. beating and punching 
cattle at the farm. Several 
employees are beating with 
chains, sticks, rakes, feet and 
fists. 

Wally Smith said the 
abuse is intolerable. 

“I hate to see animals mis¬ 
treated,” Smith said. “I can¬ 
not begin to understand why 
some people would do this to 
animals.” 

The chairman of the B.C. 
Daily Association, Dave Tay¬ 
lor, said the incident is a 
black mark on the industiy. 

“Having witnessed the 
footage, we are deeply shak¬ 
en.” There is zero tolerance 
for such actions, he said. 

The British Columbia 
SPCA has recommended 
criminal charges against 
eight employees of the farm. 

The Kooyman family that 
owns the farm say they are 
devastated. 


“We will be taking any and 
all steps necessary to assure 
that no such incident takes 
place on our family farm in 
the future,” they said. 

The family, which found¬ 
ed the farm in 1957 in the 
city 100 kilometres east of 
Vancouver, fired the employ¬ 
ees who were allegedly in¬ 
volved. 


But the incident prompt¬ 
ed several calls for greater 
scrutiny of the dairy indus¬ 
try. 

“The cows on this daily 
factoiy farm experience 
nothing but fear, violence, 
and deprivation at the hands 
of sadistic animal abusers,” 
Twyla Francois, of Mercy For 
Animals Canada, said in a

Fifteen crew members from 
the sunken South Korean 
ferry appeared in court Tues¬ 
day to enter pleas on charges 
of negligence and failing to 
save more than 300 dead or 
missing passengers. 

As the crew members stood 
with bowed heads before three 
Gwangju District Court judges, 
families of the victims strug¬ 
gled to contain their fury. Many 
wore yellow ribbons in mem¬ 
ory of those killed in the April 
16 accident, most of whom 
were students on a school trip. 

Nearly two months after the 
sinking, 292 bodies have been 
recovered and 12 people are 
still missing. Divers continue 
underwater searches for those 
believed trapped inside the 
sunken ship. 

Because of time constraints 
Tuesday, only 11 of the 15 en¬ 
tered pleas of not guilty. The 
remaining four are sched¬ 
uled to appear at a hearing in 
one week. All surviving crew 
members responsible for the 
ship’s navigation have been 
charged with negligence and 
with failing to do their duty 
to protect passengers. Several 


of the defendants acknow¬ 
ledged some responsibility at 
Tuesday’s hearing but denied 
that they caused the sinking, 
saying they had little control 
over the stability of the feriy. 

After expressing his condol¬ 
ences to victims’ families, Judge 
Lim Joung-youb emphasized 
the rights of the defendants to 
make their own arguments. 

The public hostility against 
the crew has raised questions 


about the fairness of the trial. 
They are being defended by six 
state-appointed lawyers. 

Capt. Lee Joon-seolc and 
three other crew members are 
charged with homicide, which 
could cany the death penalty. 
Prosecutors accuse them of 
tacitly colluding to abandon the 
ship while being aware that the 
passengers would be trapped 
and killed when the ship sank.

Radiation leak. Five more 
potentially explosive 
containers discovered in 
U.S. nuclear waste dump 


New Mexico Environment 
Secretary Ryan Flynn says 
scientists investigating a 
radiation leak at the U.S. 
government’s underground 
nuclear waste dump have 
identified five other poten¬ 
tially explosive containers 
in West Texas. 

Flynn told a legislative 
panel on Tuesday that sci¬ 
entists investigating the 
Feb. 14 leak from the Waste 
Isolation Pilot Plant have 
been unable to replicate 
the chemical event believed 
to have caused a drum to 
breach. 

But he says they have 
found five other barrels 


from the same waste stream 
from Los Alamos National 
Laboratory and are nar¬ 
rowing their focus on those 
because of their very high 
acidic content. 

Initially, three of those 
drums were thought to be at 
Los Alamos. 

But Flynn’s office late 
Tuesday says all five are 
being stored at Waste Con¬ 
trol Specialists in Andrews, 
Texas. 

Flynn says the public 
should be concerned — 
but not worried — because 
proper precautions are be¬ 
ing taken.

Five American special oper¬ 
ations troops were killed by a 
U.S. airstrilce called in to help 
them after they were ambushed 
by the Taliban in southern Af¬ 
ghanistan, in what appears to 
be one of the deadliest friendly 
fire incidents in 14 years of war, 
officials said Tuesday. 

“Investigators are look¬ 
ing into the likelihood that 
friendly fire was the cause. Our 
thoughts and prayers are with 
the families of these fallen,” 
said Pentagon spokesman Rear 
Adm. John Kirby in a statement. 

The deaths occurred during 
a joint operation of Afghan and 
NATO forces in the Arghandab 
district of southern Zabul prov¬ 
ince ahead of Saturday’s presi¬ 
dential runoff election, said 


provincial police chief Gen. 
Ghulam Sakhi Rooghlawanay. 
After the operation was over, 
the troops came under attack 
from the Taliban and called in 
air support, he said. 

There was no way to in¬ 
dependently confirm Roogh- 
lawanay’s comments. The coali¬ 
tion would not comment and 
NATO headquarters in Brussels 
also declined to comment. 

One of the five American 
troops killed Monday was iden¬ 
tified as 19-year-old Aaron Top- 
pen of Molcena, ILL, who had 
deployed to Afghanistan in 
March, according to a family 
spokeswoman, Jennie Swartz. 
The Taliban claimed respon¬ 
sibility for Monday’s ambush in

A Toronto man accused of kill¬ 
ing his ex-girlfriend, carving up 
her body and scattering her re¬ 
mains around the Toronto area 
told a court on Tuesday that it 
was actually his mother who 
stabbed the woman to death. 

As he wiped away tears, 
Chun Qi Jiang told his trial 
it was also his mother’s idea 
to chop up the body of his 
on-again-off-again girlfriend, 


Guang Hua Liu, after it was 
clear she was dead. 

The testimony heard by a 
juiy in a Brampton, Ont., court 
followed an admission from 
Jiang a day earlier that he had 
helped dispose of Liu’s remains 
and lied to police, although he 
denied murdering or dismem¬ 
bering the 41-year-old. 

Jiang didn’t call police or an 
ambulance after the gruesome 
incident that took place in the 
basement of his home, court 
heard. 

“I was not thinking properly 
at that time,” he said through 
a Mandarin interpreter. “I only 
know that I must protect my 
mother.” 

Jiang was arrested on Aug. 
26,2012, and originally charged 
with second-degree murder in 
Liu’s death. The charge was up¬ 
graded to first-degree murder 
last summer. 

Liu’s mother died shortly 


after Jiang’s arrest. Her death 
wasn’t considered suspicious. 

Crown prosecutors have al¬ 
leged Jiang was unhappy with 
Liu for reconciling with a new 
boyfriend. They allege Jiang 
killed Liu in his home before 
cutting up her body and dispos¬ 
ing of her remains. 

But Jiang’s testimony Tues¬ 
day, under questioning from 
his defence lawyer, suggested a 
different stoiy. 

A contention between 
Jiang’s mother and Liu, court 
heard, was the theft of some 
jeweliy, which Jiang’s mother 
believed Liu had stolen from 


her in the past. 

Jiang told the court that in 
the days before her death he 
thought he was rekindling his 
relationship with Liu, but noted 
he wanted Liu to address the 
jewelry issue with his mother. 

On the day she died, Liu and 
Jiang decided to have dinner at 
Jiang’s house at Liu’s sugges¬ 
tion. 

Jiang warned Liu that the 
meal would have to be a quick 
one because his mother, who 
stayed with him from Friday 
to Sunday eveiy week, was at 
home but was sleeping, court 
heard. 


It was that meal, which 
Jiang’s mother walked in on, 
which set in motion a series of 
events which led to Liu’s death, 
court heard. 

“She said ‘Why are you here 
again, why are you in my home 
again? You stole my stuff,’” 
Jiang recounted. 

The two women got into a 
confrontation which resulted 
in Liu grabbing a kitchen knife 
as Jiang’s mother backed her 
up against a kitchen sink. 

Jiang stepped between the 
two women and was struck in 
the head with the knife before 
he was able to get Liu to drop 
it, he said. At that point Liu and 
Jiang’s mother left the kitchen, 
he said, while he tried to wash 
the gash on his head in the 
sink. 

The court heard that Jiang 
then tried to find bandages 
for his wound before going in 
search of his mother, whose 


help he wanted in dealing with 
the cut. 

When asked if he heard any 
noises during this time, Jiang 
repeatedly said he didn’t. 

After checking the home’s 
upper levels, Jiang descended 
into the basement, where he 
discovered his mother in a dark 
room, leaning over Liu’s bloody 
and lifeless body, he told the 
court. 

“I saw that she has a knife 
and she was striking Ms. Liu’s 
head,” Jiang said, putting his 
head in his hand. 

“I did not hear my mother 
utter any noise and Ms. Liu, at 
least the person who was lying 
on the floor, did not have any 
sound and there was no move¬ 
ment.” 

The trial has heard from 
the Crown that Liu’s head 
showed more than 40 “chop¬ 
like” wounds caused by a sharp-

Sexual violence. 'Shame is 
on the aggressor,’ Angelina 
Jolie tells global summit 


Angelina Jolie appealed for a 
change in attitude on sexual 
violence in conflict Tuesday, 
bringing the power of her 
celebrity to an international 
summit on a topic she said 
has been taboo for too long. 

Opening the four-day Lon¬ 
don summit, the Hollywood 
star and United Nations en¬ 
voy spoke with passion and 
conviction, recalling her 
meetings with rape victims 
who struggle with injustice 
and stigma long after their 
countries have emerged from 


conflict. 

“We must send a mes¬ 
sage around the world that 
there is no disgrace in being 
a survivor of sexual violence, 
that the shame is on the ag¬ 
gressor,” she said, to cheers 
from the audience. “We need 
to shatter that culture of im¬ 
punity.” 

Jolie and British Foreign 
Secretary William Hague are 
co-hosting the event, billed as 
the largest gathering on the 
subject ever.

Police, public fill arena 
to pay final respects 
to Mounties Douglas 
James Larche, Fabrice 
Georges Gevaudan 
and Dave Joseph Ross 


The brother of one of the three 
New Brunswick Mounties 
killed in the line of duty told 
a regimental funeral service 
Tuesday that the death of Con¬ 
st. Douglas James Larche has 
left him feeling an overwhelm¬ 
ing despair. 

Daniel Larche, a master 
seaman in the Royal Canadian 
Navy, spoke of the bond he 
shared with his brother during 
his eulogy. 

“I stand here before you 
with an unbearable sadness, 


disbelief, rage, because a great 
man was taken away from us 
far too soon,” he told mourners 
inside the Moncton Coliseum. 

“Never in my worst night¬ 
mare did I envision a stitch in 
time that I would be giving his 
eulogy.” 

Police and members of 
the public filled the hockey 
arena for the funeral service 
for Larche, 40, and fellow con¬ 
stables Fabrice Georges Ge¬ 
vaudan, 45, and Dave Joseph 
Ross, 32. 

Ross’s brother-in-law, Ad¬ 
rian Vander Ploeg, recalled 
how the RCMP officer was 
making dinner but dropped 
eveiything, including leaving 
the barbecue lid up and the 
garage door open, to be among 
the first to respond to a report 
of a gunman last Wednesday 
evening. 

“For those closest to Dave, 
that barbecue left still open 
says everything about who 


Dave was and his devotion to 
those around him,” Vander 
Ploeg said. 

Gevaudan was remembered 
by Geoffrey McLatchie, his 
spiritual adviser, as a doting 
husband and stepfather. 

“Fabrice lived a heart-cen¬ 
tred life, a life of joy and happi¬ 
ness, a life where he connected 
to the community in which he 
lived,” McLatchie said. 

“He was veiy comfortable 
in his own skin and he was his 
own man.” 

RCMP pallbearers carried 
the flag-draped coffins of the 
slain officers into the arena. A 
beige RCMP Stetson sat atop 
each casket. Danny, a police 
dog that served with Ross, was 
led inside. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper acknowledged a “sear¬ 
ing grief” that has enveloped 
New Brunswick, a province 
he said he’s proud to call his 
ancestral home. He said while 
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Police dog Danny sniffs the Stetson hat of his slain partner, Const. Dave Ross, during the funeral procession for Const.

the justice system will estab¬ 
lish what happened, one thing 
is certain. 

“We do not need a verdict 
to know that what happened 
here is an outrage,” he said. 

Assistant Commissioner 
Roger Brown, the command¬ 


ing officer of the RCMP in the 
province, saluted the dead of¬ 
ficers as well as constables Eric 
Dubois and Darlene Goguen, 
two other Mounties who were 
wounded in the shootings. 

“With the eyes of the nation 
upon us today, I want to pub¬ 


licly say how incredibly proud 
I am of each and eveiy one of 
you,” he told the officers in 
the crowd while choking back 
tears. “I only wish I could have 
told Doug, Dave and Fabrice 
that in person.”

Before the funeral service 
began, people inside the 
arena stood and applauded 
for 45 minutes as police 
officers from across Canada 
and the U.S. arrived to take 
their places. 

In front of a stage were 
three large portraits of the 
slain officers in their dress 
uniforms. There were also 
three Canadian flags on the 
left and right sides of the 
stage. 

Before the service, a 
procession of about 2,700 
police officers wound its 
way through the city with 
pipers and drummers lead¬ 
ing the mourners. 

Four RCMP officers on 


horseback followed the 
1.6-lcilometre-long proces¬ 
sion, leading three hearses 
cariying the dead officers. 

Members of the RCMP 
and municipal police 
forces, as well as correc¬ 
tional officers and U.S. 
border patrol officers, were 
among those who marched 
to the Moncton Coliseum, 
which can hold about 
7,000 people.Public transit 
buses picked up officers in 
advance of the televised 
service. 

Brenda Jaillet of Oro- 
mocto, N.B., said the shoot¬ 
ing deaths have touched 
her husband, a retired 
RCMP officer. 

“It’s a brotherhood,” 
Jaillet said outside the 
coliseum before the service. 
“What has affected these 
three members has affected 
him. It could have been

Minimizing injury. 

Man’s facial structure 
may have evolved as 
our ancestors took 
beatings, study says 


Human faces may have been 
shaped by violent fistfights. 

The University of Utah’s 
findings deal a heavy blow to 
previous research that sug¬ 
gests changes in bone struc¬ 
ture were down to the dietaiy 
need to crush hard foods such 
as nuts. 

Lead researcher David Car¬ 
rier explains to Metro why 
stronger bones were needed 
to act as a buttress against a 
new form of boxing. 

Some men have had their 
fair share of booze-fuelled 
scraps. But what were our 
ancestors fighting about? 

I think it would have 
been pretty much the same 


as gorillas and chimpanzees: 
competition over females, 
territoiy and defence of one’s 
family and offspring. So in 
some ways it’s similar to to¬ 
day. 

How do the changes that oc¬ 
curred in hominins and aus- 
tralopiths — the ancestors 
of Homo sapiens — com¬ 
pare to gorillas? 

If you compare the face of 
a chimpanzee or a gorilla to 
that of an australopith, it’s 
more stout and robust. The 
mandible, molar teeth, brow 
ridges, orbit (socket of the 
skull), cheekbones and the 
pillars along the edge of the 
nose, which provide support, 
are much thicker. In the early 
australopiths these parts of 
the face were absolutely more 
robust than the same part 
of the face as male gorillas, 
which are four times the size. 

So why was there a need for 
such considerable facial re¬ 


construction? 

This evolution occurred at 
the same time that our hands 
were changing in proportion 
to allow us to make a fist-lilce 
club. The bones which are sus¬ 
ceptible to fracturing during 
a fistfight have increased in 
both early australopiths and 
humans. And it’s the same 
bones that show the great¬ 
est difference between male 
and female australopiths and 
Homo lines, including Homo 


sapiens. 

So if their hands were like 
a club, was their fighting 
technique more a battering 
motion than a punch? 

That’s possible, but we 
don’t know. The australopiths 
were the first to be capable of 
a forward striking punch or a 
modern human’s punch. The 
anatomy was there four to 
five million years ago.

Oregon. Police identify 
gunman but not 
releasing his name after 
latest campus rampage 


A gunman armed with a rifle 
shot and killed a student 
Tuesday and injured a teacher 
shortly after classes started at a 
U.S. school and was later found 
dead as police arrived, author¬ 
ities in Oregon said. 

Authorities have tenta¬ 
tively identified the teen gun¬ 
man, who was found slumped 
on a toilet in a bathroom, but 
weren’t ready to release the 
name, Troutdale Police Chief 
Scott Anderson said. 

Authorities say the shooter 
likely killed himself. 

Anderson said the teacher, 
Todd Rispler, a 50-year-old 
physical education instructor, 
suffered non-life threatening 
injuries and was treated at the 
scene. 


Authorities have also iden¬ 
tified the student killed, saying 
that the 14-year-old victim was 
killed in the boys’ locker room. 

The attack panicked stu¬ 
dents, and a lockdown was 
ordered. 


Morgan Rose, 15, said she 
hid in a locker room with an¬ 
other student and two teach¬ 
ers. 

“It was scaiy in the mo¬ 
ment. Now knowing every¬ 
thing’s OK I’m better,” she 


said. 

The first reports of shots 
fired came at 8 a.m. on the 
next-to-last-day of classes. Po¬ 
lice initially seemed uncertain 
about whether there was a live 
shooter in the school.

Shortly after coming on as a second-half sub in Argen¬ 
tina’s last World Cup warm-up, Lionel Messi doubled 
over and appeared to vomit on the pitch. He’s done 
it at least a half-dozen times with Argentina and club 
team Barcelona, mystifying doctors and fans alike. 

“Nerves,” says Argentina coach Alejandro Sabella, 
and that’s a diagnosis as good as any. The Argentina 
captain and four-time world player of the year is 

_ under tremendous pressure to lead 

the Albiceleste to its first World 
Cup trophy since 1986. The team 
opens its campaign against Bosnia- 
Herzegovina on Sunday. 

Top athletes throwing up 
before, during or after a competi¬ 
tion is not unusual. Sometimes 
it’s because of the physical stress 
on their bodies, sometimes be¬ 
cause of performance anxiety. 

What’s unusual about Messi 
is that it seems to happen quite 
randomly, not when the pressure 
would seem the greatest or when 
he’s exhausted himself to the limit. 

Barcelona’s medical staff hasn’t 
been able to find the cause. Neither 
have Argentina’s team doctors, nor 
Messi himself, the associated press

Companies that are advertising for the World Cup are 
hoping music will strike a chord with fans globally. 

Because the FIFA World Cup is the most popular 
sports event on the planet, advertisers want to take 
advantage of the large viewing audience. But the World 
Cup poses problems for companies that are used to 
making a splash at big sporting events like the Super 
Bowl with a pricey 30-second spot. 

First off, soccer doesn’t have very many commer¬ 
cial breaks, with two 45-minutes halves played mostly 
straight through. Additionally, soccer is a global event, 
so it’s hard to make TV ads that translate across cul¬ 
tures. As a result, brands — both official sponsors and 
those that just want to capitalize on the event — in¬ 
creasingly are using music to get the world’s attention: 

Danone’s Activia yogurt teamed up with Shalcira to 
update her wildly popular 2010 World Cup Song “Walca 
Walca,” about Africa, with a Brazil-centric video for “La 
La La.” Coca-Cola made a song in English, “The World is 
Ours,” and then created 32 local versions, each sung by 
a local artist in the native language. And Beats by Dre 
launched a splashy five-minute video “The Game Before 
the Game” that shows soccer stars like Neymar Jr. and 
many others preparing for game time by listening to 
“Jungle” by Jamie N Commons & The X Ambassadors. 

The move is an effort by companies to try to capture 
the attention of one of the largest global audiences for 
any event. In the last World Cup four years ago, 3.2 
billion people tuned in, according to FIFA. That’s com¬ 
pared with the 111.5 million people who tuned into the 
Super Bowl this year, the associated press

City will pay $538,000 
to 14 demonstrators 
who claim they were 
arrested in 2012 for 
‘expressing their views’ 


New York City has agreed to 
pay nearly $600,000 US to 
settle allegations that police 
wrongfully arrested a group of 
Occupy Wall Street protesters, 
marking the largest settlement 
to date in an Occupy-related 
civil rights lawsuit, the march¬ 
ers’ lawyers said Tuesday. 

The protests against eco¬ 
nomic inequality inspired sim¬ 
ilar protests around the U.S. 
and the world. 

The $583,000 US pact in¬ 
volves 14 demonstrators who 
said police ordered them to 


leave but prevented them from 
doing so and arrested them in 
lower Manhattan early on New 
Year’s Day 2012. The disorderly 
conduct cases got dismissed, 
according to the protesters’ 
federal lawsuit, which argues 
they were arrested “for ex¬ 
pressing their views.” 

“We were out there to send 
a message, and our rights were 
suppressed,” one of the dem¬ 
onstrators, Garrett O’Connor, 
said Tuesday. The 34-year-old 
labour activist said police 
tackled him to the ground as 
he tried to follow their order 
to clear out. 

The city didn’t immedi¬ 
ately comment Tuesday, but it 
has said the arrests were law¬ 
ful. A city lawyer had said at a 
court conference in November 
that the arrests followed “a 
veiy rowdy and tumultuous 
march,” according to a tran¬ 
script.

A new, peaceful use for 
aerial drones sprouts up 


Aerial drones, a technol¬ 
ogy perhaps best known for 
helping hunt terrorists on 
the other side of the globe, 
may soon begin helping U.S. 
farmers monitor what’s hap¬ 
pening in their fields. 

In Georgia, a group of 
state and federal officials — 
along with members of in- 
dustiy and academia — has 
been working since 2009 to 
develop a drone that can save 
a farmer’s time and resources 


during the growing season. 

The public got its first 
glimpse of the group’s un¬ 
manned aerial vehicle (UAV) 
at a flight demonstration last 
month at a research farm in 
Moultrie, Ga. 

By deploying a UAV with a 
multi-spectral camera to sur¬ 
vey crops, farmers could spot 
water and nutrition issues, 
insect infestations and fungal 
infections. 

“The UAV saves a tremen¬ 


dous amount of time,” said 
Eric Corban, founder and 
chief technology officer for 
Guided Systems Technolo¬ 
gies Inc., a Stoclcbridge, Ga., 
company that helped de¬ 
velop the software. “Trad¬ 
itionally you would walk the 
field, and you would only get 
a small portion of the field 
sample. The UAV can do it in 
a fraction of that time and 
cover the entire field.”

Swedish Match 
wants snus marked 
as‘modified risk’ 

Smokeless tobacco 
maker Swedish Match 
is asking the Food and 
Drug Administration to 
certify its General-brand¬ 
ed pouches of tobacco 
as less harmful than 
cigarettes. 

The company with its 
North American head¬ 
quarters in Richmond, 
Va., is filing an applica¬ 
tion with the FDA to ap¬ 
prove the snus products 
as “modified risk.” 

Snus — teabag-lilce 
pouches that users stick 
between their cheek and 
gum to get their nicotine 
fix — are popular in 
Scandinavian countries 
and are part of a growing 
smokeless tobacco mar¬ 
ket in the U.S.

Human evolution lurched ahead the other day, 
leaving Homo sapiens in the same dust that 
covers the Neanderthals and other dead 
branches on the tree of life. 

Meet the future: Eugene Goostman. He’s a 
13-year-old Ukrainian boy His father is a 
gynecologist and he owns a gerbil. (Eugene, 
that is, not his father.) 

He’s also not a real boy, but a computer pro¬ 
gram. A chatbot, to be precise. 

But this assemblage of hopped-up bits and 
bytes managed to fool some real humans into 
believing he was one of us, thereby passing the 
legendary milestone in the field of artificial 
intelligence known as the Turing Test, pro¬ 
posed by the British mathematician Alan Tur- 
ing. 

In 1950, Turing predicted that in 50 years a machine 
would be able to fool at least 30 per cent of interrogators into 
thinking they were talking to a human being. Well, it took a 
little bit longer than 50 years (64 to be precise), but Eugene

fooled 10 out of 30 judges last week at the Uni¬ 
versity of Reading. 

There was an immediate outcry that Eu¬ 
gene was a trick, that his programmers inten¬ 
tionally portrayed him as a child, which 
would explain his knowledge gaps. 

Whatever the flaws in the test or the pro¬ 
gram, the point is that Eugene managed to 
fool some of the people in the room. This 
doesn’t surprise me. As computers are getting 
smarter, I swear people are getting dumber. If 
you need evidence, just check out these ex¬ 
amples from a recent Buzzfeed piece in which 
real people incisively demonstrate their in¬ 
feriority: 

“Just found out my birthday is the same 
day as when I was born! Life is crazy!” 

Or: “Where’s the 2014 Brazil World Cup going to be held?” 
Or: “Wow, I can’t believe the titanic sunk and the people 
filming it didn’t even stop to help.:(” 

I could go on, but you get the idea.

“Noble 
dragons don’t have friends,” 
writes Terry Pratchett in 
Guards! Guards! “The near¬ 
est they can get to the idea is 
an enemy who is still alive.” 

It’s not hard to under¬ 
stand why the folks on 
Game of Thrones are wary 
of Daenerys Targaryen’s 
(Emilia Clarke) brood of the 
beasts when she spouts off 
lines like, “When my drag¬ 
ons are grown, we will take 
back what was stolen from 
me and destroy those who 
wronged me! We will lay 
waste to armies and burn 
cities to the ground!” Then 
there’s Bryagh, the serpen¬ 
tine villain of The Flight

of Dragons who not only 
insults the movie’s heroes 
before dispatching them, he 
also gobbles up the eggs of 
other dragons! 

Maybe if characters in 
movies paid more heed to 


the advice given by author 
Steven Brust — “Always 
speak politely to an enraged 
dragon” — then movies and 
TV wouldn’t have to offer 
up such a wide array of ways 
to rid the world of dragons. 


Look on IMDb, there are 
dozens of titles containing 
the phrase “dragon slayer.” 

The 2010 animated hit 
How to Train Your Dragon 
begins in a remote Viking 
village where killing a drag¬ 
on is “everything.”

How to 
Train Your Dragon 2 adds 
to the list of cinematic 
dragons who are more mis¬ 
understood than actually 
evil.

When the giant serpent is 
accused of eating an ad¬ 
versary, he is indignant. 
“I merely chewed in self- 
defense, but I never swal¬ 
lowed.”

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Canterbury has plenty 
of tales worth hearing 


Historical significance. 

After nearly 1,000 years, 
murder in the cathedral 
is still luring visitors to 
this English dty 


It was in the Canterbuiy Cath¬ 
edral in 1170 that Archbishop 
Thomas Beclcet was killed, vi¬ 
ciously, by four knights who 
believed they were doing the 
bidding of King Hemy II. As a 
result, Beclcet became a martyr 
and the cathedral a place of pil¬ 
grimage to his shrine. 

The homicide was the sub¬ 
ject of Murder in the Cathedral, 
a verse drama by T.S. Eliot, and 
was more famously immortal¬ 
ized in Geoffrey Chaucer’s 14th 
centuiy work, The Canterbuiy 
Tales. Chaucer’s saga, told in 
Middle English, focused on 
one such journey in what had 
become an annual spring pil¬ 
grimage. 

It is said that 100,000 pil¬ 
grims made their way to the 
cathedral in 1420, including, 
as the poem says in its last 
line, the sick (seelce) whom 
the shrine cured (hath holpen, 
or helped). Today, Canterbuiy 
Cathedral draws one million 
visitors a year. 

Chaucer’s pilgrims made 
the journey on horseback; to¬ 
day’s visitors are more likely to 
arrive by plane and car, train 
or bus from London or Dover. 
With its sites, shops, and res¬ 
taurants, pubs and tea rooms 
concentrated largely in its Old 
Town area, Canterbuiy is a 
comfortable walking city. It is 
relatively small, with a popula¬ 


tion of about 150,000. 

The Stour river runs 
through the city and at some 
points is navigable for small 
boats. Rowboats and punts (flat- 
bottomed boats like gondolas) 
can be hired, generally with a 
local university student serv¬ 
ing as oarsman and guide. Kent 
University and other schools 
contribute to a large local stu¬ 
dent population. 

But by far the biggest tour¬ 
ist attraction is Canterbuiy 
Cathedral, founded in the year 
597 (there is an entrance fee for 
visitors). It is a marvellous edi¬ 
fice on spacious property that 
also houses some buildings of 
the King’s School, a renowned 
secondary school. 

The exterior of the cath¬ 
edral, an impressive 72 metres 
high, reflects Romanesque, 
English Gothic and Gothic 
architectural styles, with round 
and pointed arches, blind ar¬ 
cades, and pinnacles of the 
14th-centuiy perpendicular 
Gothic nave. 

The Trinity Chapel was built 
specifically for the Shrine of 
St. Thomas, which stood from

1220 to 1538, when it was 
destroyed on orders of King 
Hemy VUI. The floor of the cur¬ 
rent chapel has a set of inlaid 
marble roundels representing 
zodiac signs, months, virtues 
and vices. A lone candle marks 
the spot of the shrine. 

UNESCO World Heritage 
sites in Canterbuiy include the 
cathedral along with St. Augus¬ 
tine’s Abbey (mostly the ruins 
of the monasteiy where St. Au¬ 
gustine’s monks lived) and St. 
Martin’s Church, England’s old¬ 
est working parish church. An¬ 
other popular tourist site is the 
Norman Canterbuiy Castle, or 
at least its remains. The castle 
was one of three original royal 
castles of Kent, built soon after 
the Battle of Hastings on the 
main Roman road from Dover 
to London. This was the route 
taken by William the Conquer¬ 
or in 1066. 

The medieval St. Margaret’s 
Church now houses The Can¬ 
terbuiy Tales, an audio-visual 
presentation of five tales (in 
modem English) from Chau¬ 
cer’s most colourful characters.

If you’re soon to attend your 
convocation, then the last time 
you were handed a scroll on 
stage was probably at the end 
of high school, which may 
seem like a lifetime ago. 

Though you’ve seen dozens 
of graduation ceremonies in TV 
shows and movies, it’s easy to 
get caught off-guard by the real¬ 
ity of convocation. 

As a double grad with a 
host of multiple-degree-holding 
friends, I’ve heard a lot about 
graduation and its various pit- 
fells. 

Don’t get me wrong, it’s still 
a great day and an occasion to 
celebrate. But a little prepara¬ 
tion can make a lot of differ¬ 
ence. Here are key things you 
should keep in mind: 


Put your best foot forward 

The only thing more risky than 
overdressing for your convoca¬ 
tion is a bad footwear choice.

Brace for speeches 

As someone who has both 
given and listened to some 
terrible speeches, I recognize 
that fine speech-making is 
much like fine watch-making 

— a delicate, precise balance 
of minute parts, all working 
towards a simple yet elegant 
goal. 

The speeches at your 
ceremony may be rise-to- 
your-feet-and-cheer good or 
Oh-wow-I’m-watching-sun- 
beams-cross-the-walls bad, but 


in either case, you should be 
prepared for awkward jokes, 
personal anecdotes that go 


It isn't over just yet 


There are a lot of “lasts” 
involved in finishing school:

• Chances are, none of 
these experiences felt 
like the end of a chapter 
in your life.

nowhere and discouraging 
school-of-hard-knoclcs type ob¬ 
servations. 

Tip: Giving a speech at your 
ceremony? Don’t use the 
phrase, “It’s tough out there.” 
Eveiyone is tired of hearing 
that. 

Significant moments can also 
be incredibly uncomfortable 

When you boil it down, the 
whole “big day” is a backdrop 
to your moment: the moment 
when you cross the stage, seize 
your scroll and stomp glorious¬ 
ly down the stairs, accompan¬ 
ied by roars and cheers. That’s 
a TV/movie thing, though. 

For the average student, 
there’s only enough crowd-en¬ 
thusiasm to carry you partway 
across the stage. If your cere¬ 
mony involves multiple steps 
(get the degree, get a hand¬ 
shake, walk to centre stage, 
get another handshake, etc.) 
you may find your big moment 
has a backdrop of quiet cough¬ 
ing and the rustling noise of 
hundreds of people sweating 
quietly. 

Tip: At many ceremonies, the 
audience is specifically asked 
not to applaud, in an effort to 
keep the event on-pace. Prime 
your family and friends to dis¬ 
regard this directive — every¬ 
one else will.

Brazil can’t help but feel pressure to win World Cup 



It’s almost time. The day Brazil¬ 
ians have been anxiously wait¬ 
ing for is finally arriving. 

Brazil plays Croatia on 
Thursday to get the home 
World Cup underway, begin¬ 
ning its quest for a sixth world 
title almost seven years after 
the nation was picked as host. 

After so much talk about 
delays, protests and problems, 
fans at last are getting a chance 
to cheer for the national team 
on home soil in football’s 
showcase tournament. 

If Brazil wins the opening 


game, the fact that the stadium 
in Sao Paulo isn’t even fully fin¬ 
ished yet will quickly be forgot¬ 
ten. A loss, quite simply, is un¬ 
thinkable for a nation whose 
identity is so closely linked to 
its football team. 

Brazil hasn’t hosted the 
World Cup since 1950, when 
it endured a heartbreaking loss 
to Uruguay in the final. This 
time, eveiybody knows that 
only the title will be enough to 
please the home crowd. 

“We are all eager to get

Mention BMW, and most 
people think of sports cars or 
luxury cruisers. But the com¬ 
pany’s newest model is some¬ 
thing completely different: 
a funky little electric city car 
with the potential to change 
the way many people get from 
A to B. 

It’s called the i3, with the 
“i” standing for innovation. 
Small on the outside, but ex¬ 
tremely roomy on the inside, 
it was designed from the 
ground up to be an electric 
car, rather than a conversion 
from a gasoline model. It’s 
on sale now, but will only be 
available from specific dealers 
in Toronto, Montreal, and Van¬ 
couver initially. 

Its unusual design consists 
of two modules: an aluminum 
frame that contains both the 
electric motor and lithium- 
ion battery, and a passenger 
compartment formed from 


carbon fibre. These are costly 
materials, but their light 
weight allows BMW to use a 
smaller, less-expensive battery 
to power the car. 

The i3 has a range of ap¬ 
proximately 160 kilometres 
on a charge, which takes 
about three hours on 240-volt 
current. BMW says that most 
Canadians only drive an aver¬ 
age of 47 km per day, but for 
those who fear being strand¬ 
ed, an optional two-cylinder 
gasoline engine can be added. 


When the battery runs down, 
the gas engine acts solely as a 
generator to make more elec¬ 
tricity. 

Driving the i3 is a blast. 
This is no golf cart: Accelera¬ 
tion is snappy, and it’s capable 
of reaching 150 km/h. It cap¬ 
tures energy when decelerat¬ 
ing, feeding it back into the 
battery as electricity. This re¬ 
generative braking slows the 
car quickly, and once you get 
the hang of it, you’ll hardly 
touch the brakes in city traffic. 


The steering is well- 
weighted, with fairly sporty 
handling. Even though it’s a 
featherweight, it feels substan¬ 
tial, and the comfortable seats 
have a premium feel. You’re 
treading lightly on the en¬ 
vironment, but it never feels 
like a compromise. Electric 
vehicles are still a small sliver 
of the market, and probably 
will be for a while, but models 
like the i3 are a considerable 
step closer to making batteries 
the fuel of the future.

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Give your brake system a tune-up 


Road trip safety. 

Regular checkups and 
maintenance are key 
to ensuring that you 
don't become a danger 
to yourself or fellow 
drivers 


You don’t need an automotive 
expert to tell you why your 
vehicle’s brakes are probably 
its most important safety sys¬ 
tem — or why they should be 
maintained regularly and not 
taken for granted. 

Ahead of the warm-weath¬ 
er travel season, an inspec¬ 
tion of your vehicle’s brakes 
is a fantastic idea — especial¬ 
ly if you’ll be travelling in a 
vehicle heavily loaded with 
passengers and gear. 

Operating a vehicle with 
poorly maintained brakes is 
a danger to you, your family 
and your fellow motorists. 
Plus, in many newer vehicles, 
healthy brakes are vital to 
proper operation of other 
safety systems like stability

control, traction control, and 
trailer sway control. 

Remember: brakes often 
give off numerous warning 
signs that they’d like some 
attention when there’s a 
problem, and a mechanic 
can inspect and assess your 
vehicle’s braking system 
quickly, adding confidence 
ahead of a road trip. If you’re 
heading in for a pre-summer 
oil change or tune-up, be sure 
to have the mechanic give 
your ride’s brakes a look-over. 

Like most other systems 
in your vehicle, brakes use 
fluid and components and 
consumable parts that should 
be inspected, serviced and re¬ 
placed from time to time. 

Pads and rotors provide 
the all-important friction re¬ 
quired to slow or stop your 
ride. 

When the friction-generat¬ 
ing pads are nearly worn out, 
a small metal tab attached to 
each one contacts the surface 
of that brake rotor to create 
an annoying, high-pitched

• As time passes, rust and 
dirt accumulate within 
various brake system 
parts, negatively affecting 
lubrication and func¬ 
tionality of the specially 
lubricated ‘pins’ which 


allow the calipers to slide 
into and away from the 
rotors. 


• Proper brake system lubri¬ 
cation maintains stopping 
power, improves brake 
caliper life and can even 
reduce fuel consump¬ 
tion — making the job a 
worthwhile investment. 


squeal. That’s your cue to call 
the garage and book a brake 
job as soon as possible. Ignor¬ 
ing the squeal is a bad idea 
which can result in danger¬ 
ously low levels of stopping 
power, along with brake 
rotor damage. 

Brake fluid, which trans¬ 
fers pedal pressure to those 
pads and rotors via brake 


lines attached to calipers at 
each wheel, should be in¬ 
spected for level and quality 
on a regular basis — just like 
the fluid in your transmis¬ 
sion or engine. As brake fluid 
ages, it collects contaminants 
and wears out, reducing the 
life and effectiveness of other 
brake system components 
and even accelerating the 


rusting of your brake lines. 

Ask your mechanic to as¬ 
sess the condition of your 
brake fluid and brake lines, 
and ask whether they’d rec¬ 
ommend a brake fluid flush. 
This procedure is fairly sim¬ 
ple and ensures that new, top- 
quality fluid is being utilized 
by your system. As it is with 
other automotive systems, 


fresh fluid is key to long-term 
system durability. 

A final note: Your braking 
system is only as good as the 
tires that transfer its stop¬ 
ping power to the road, so be 
sure to have a tire inspection 
— including pressure check 
and adjustment — completed 
as part of your pre-summer 
brake system maintenance.

In the greater world, the eter¬ 
nal debate tends to be about 
Star Wars or Star Trek, box¬ 
ers or briefs, or should Justin 
Bieber take a break from his 
celebrity-induced shenanigans 
or ... should Justin Bieber take 
a longer break from his celeb¬ 
rity-induced shenanigans. 

In the vehicular world, the 
eternal debate tends to be, 
“Should I buy a used vehicle, 
or a new vehicle?” 


I’ve always been more a 
“used” guy, because I don’t 
hke paying interest and older 
vehicles speak to me, though 
not always politely. 

New or used is an eternal 
debate because obviously 
there is no right or wrong 
answer. It depends on circum¬ 
stance and personal prefer¬ 
ence. 

The buying service Unhag¬ 
gle.com recently developed a 
checklist to help customers 
go through the decision-mak¬ 
ing process (available on its 
website), because it felt many 
customers don’t consider all 
the variables that should go 
into making an informed de¬ 
cision. 

Also, the fairly recent arriv¬ 
al of new-car incentives, in the 
form of either cut-rate finance 
interest rates or cash incen¬ 
tives to lower the selling price, 
has shaken things up a bit. 

“Car buyers often don’t 
realize they can afford a new 


vehicle that fits within their 
budget,” notes Radelc Garbow- 
ski, COO and co-founder of Un- 
haggle.com. 

In addition to manufactur¬ 
er and dealer price reductions, 
new-car customers have access 
to lower finance rates. Accord¬ 
ing to Unhaggle.com, the aver¬ 
age three-year rate is 3.4 per 
cent, which is lower than most 
customers can get for used car 
loans, and lots of companies 
often jump in at various times 
with “zero per cent” deals. 
These incentives are funded by 
the marketing departments of 
the respective car companies, 
and are off-limits to used-car 
buyers. 

But always remember that 
zero interest is not actually 
zero. Taking the zero interest 
rate option often means not 
taking the cash discount op¬ 
tion. The amount of that cash 
discount is essentially your in¬ 
terest charge.

vour to the new vehicle pur¬ 
chase is the big jump that has 
occurred in the last few years 
in fuel economy, safety, and 
connectivity. For example, Un- 
haggle.com notes that a 2008 
Toyota Corolla is rated at 8.11 
L/100 km, while the 2014 ver¬ 
sion is rated at 7.58 L/100 km. 

But technology has also 
helped the used-car cause. 
A well-maintained modern 
vehicle can rack up an incred¬ 
ible number of kilometres be¬ 
fore it’s ready to be scrapped. 

So while the balance of 
power may have shifted slight¬ 
ly, the debate rages on.
